It is nonsensical for the 50,- 
000 inhabitants of Nevada to attempt locgei 
to maintain an expensive Slate Govern- 
ment and the farce must close within a few 
years ncless the power of the Legislature 
to borrow money for State purposes from 
the School Fund, is extended by Constitu- 
tional amendment, 


The JOUBHAL is again reluctantly com- 


pelled to differ with Mr. Cassidy, of the- 
Sentinel, and Mr. Kelly, of the Silver 
State, and to object to the annexation oi 
Utah to Nevada, either for political or bus- 
mess purposes. Poor as she may be Ne< 
vada is as weii able to maintain a State 
Government aa any State in the Union. 
The total coat is only a quarter of a mil) 
ion per year. There is plenty of property 
to meet the necessary tax, and tt the eame 
time the burden is not an onerous one. 
Some sections may decrease in value, but 
others will increase to keep the roll at $27, 
000,000 or $28,000,000. 
And whenever 


the people really desire to a saving of §50,- 
000 per annum can be effected in the 
yearly expenses of the State Government. 
There ia no apparent or real necessity for 
the cooitant iteration and reiteration that 
Nevada needs Utah or Idaho or any out- 
side help. The State has seen its worst 
days, and the future will prove that it is 
able Co take care of itself, giving good 
Government and at little expense.

gate! to the Constitutional Convention in 
Montana has been declared, and an aualy 
ais of it leaves ever) renson to believt 
that the Territory is Republican. The to- 
tal vote was 11,425, divided as follows 
Republican, 5,211; Democratic, 5,386; Li 
bur, 288; Independent, 360; Detiooratii 
plurality, 175. 
The members of the coi • 


vention will bo thus divided: 
Democrats, 


38; Republicans, 3D; Lubor man, 1; Inde- 
pendent, 1, which gives the Democrats bui 
one majority. When it is taken into ac 
count that the total vote last Novciubr 
wan 10,014, so that only about one-foutti 
the voiea were oust, uud lh»t serioux Be- 
pabliuitu dissensions existed ia some quui- 
ters, there is no good reason «hy the !!•• 
publicans should not maintain their con- 
tent on that Montana will be a Republican 
Sta. e.

Stubbornly contented 


races in fast time made the events to the 
lighest degree interesting. Favorites cap- 
ured the first and secood races, long 
shots the next two, and the final went to 
an animal that was well supported by 
speculators: 


One ot the principal attractions of Hi* 


afternoon was the appearance of El Rio 
Key (the River King}, the phenomenal 
2-year-old brother of the Emperor of Nor- 
!olk. The Tribune was the first paper 
east of the Boeky Mountains to call atten- 
ion to the remarkable size and wonderful 
speed of this youngster. April 22, in a 
.etter from Sacramento, it said he was con- 
sidered the greatest 2-year-old ever foaled. 
Since then paragraphs about him have 
been going the rounds of the press and the 
public has become interested in him. 
His 


first start in a race was at St. Louis, where 
tie won the St. Louis Brewers' Stallion 
Stakej, beating an ordinary field over a 
heavy track in the easiest possible manner, 
actually walking under the wire. That 
race, however, gave no idea of his real 
quality, and many conservative turfman 
\yaited to see him perform on a good track 
and day before venturing an estimate of his 
ability. Yesterday the conditions were all 
that could be desiied, and the critics had 
an excellent opportunity to judge the colt. 
After the race was over there was a unani- 
mous expression that he was the greatest 
colt ever seen. He carried 123 pounds and 
ran five furlongs tint! a half in 1:08, the 
fastest time ever made by a 2-year-old, one 
only surpassed by Hanover's record oi 
.1:00 2-5, made at Sheepshead Bay, June 19 
Not only that. 
He fell down in the start, 


got up, went after his field, ran around 
them on the turn and led into the home 
stretch. Hud he got off well Hanover's 
record woald have beet, in danger. 


His stable companion, Joe Courtney,woD 


the first event, seven and a half furlongs 
in 1:35—within a quarter of a second o 
tha record—and could have beaten it. The 
third raca, oi;e mile and a quarter, 
won by tho Chicago Stable's Huntress it) 
2:08. Gardner captured the fourth event 
one milo, in 1 -A\%, beating Pat Donovan 
the favorite, a neck. The fifth race, three 
quarters of a mile, went to Teuton, in 
1:11%.
